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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments with respect to Claims 
1 and 1 1 are not persuasive. The art of record Torihara and Suzuki are seen to discose two lamps and having a chamfer disposed at the 
edge where the virtual line passing through the centers lamps would meet (or intersect in some way) the light reflecting member which 
forms a lamp receiving space. The recitation "to meet the light reflecting member" is broad enough enabling a line which passes through 
the two centers of the lamps in Torihara to meet, touch intersect with the walls of the reflecting member and the recitation "the chamfer 
enhances reflection efficiency at a corner of the light reflecting member" is seen to be functional language that lacks any structurally 
distinguishing features which distinguish Claims 1 and 1 1 from the art of record. 
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
